Hay-Pauncefote treaty, provid- 
ing for the construction of an 

isthmian canal, which treaty was sent 

to the Senate yesterday, is as follows: 
The United States of America and 

His Majesty, Edward VII, of the 

United Kingdom of Great Britain and 

Ireland and of the British dominions 

beyond the seas, King, and Emperor 

of India, being desirous to facilitate the 
construction of a ship canal to connect 


the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, by 


whatever route may be considered ex- 
pedient, and to that end to remove any 
objection which may arise out of the 
treaty of the 19th of April, 1850, com- 
monly called the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty, to the construction of such ca- 
nal under the authority of the gov- 
ernment of the United States withgut 
impairing the general principle of 
neutralization, established in Articie 8 
of that convention, have for the pur- 
pose appointed as their plenipotenti- 
aries: The President of the United 
States, John Hay, Secretagy of State 
of the United States of A and 
His Majesty, Edward VII. of United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and of Ire- 
land, and of the British dominions be-

bassador Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary to the United States, 
who, : having communicated to each 
other their full powers; which were 
meant to be in due and proper form, 
have agreed upon the following ar- 
ticles: 
ARTICLE I. 

The high contracting parties agree 
that the present treaty shall super- 
sede the aforementioned convention of 
the 19th of April, 3850. 

ARTICLE II. 

It Is agreed that the canal may be 
constructed under the auspices of the 
government of the United States, either 
directly at its own cost, or by gift or 
by loan of money to individuals or cor- 
porations, or through subscription to 
or purchase of stock or shares, and 
that, subject to the provisions of the 
present treaty, the said government 
shall have and enjoy all the rights in- 
cident to such construction, as well as 
the exclusive right of providing for the 
regulation and management of the 
canal. 

ARTICLE III. 

The United States adopts as the 
basis of the neutralization of such 
canal, the following rules, substanti- 
ally as embodied in the convention of 
Constantinople, signed the 28th of 
October, 1888, for the free navigation 
of the Suez, that is to say: 

(1.) The canal shall be free and open 
to the vessels of commerce and of war 
of all nations observing these rules on 
terms of entire equality, so that there 
shall be no discriminating against any 
such nation or its citizens or subjects, 
in respect of the conditions or charges 
or traffic or otherwise. Such conditions 
and charges of traffic shall be just and 
equitable. 

(2.) The canal shall never be block- 
aded, nor shall any right of r be ex- 
ercised, nor any act of tility be 
committed within it. The United 
States, however, shall be at liberty to 
maintain such military police along the 
canal as may be necessary to protect 
it against lawlessness and disorder. 

(3.) Vessels of war of a belligerent 
shall not revictual nor take any stores 
in the canal, except so far as may be 
strictly necessary: and the transit of 
such vessels through the canal shall be 
effected with the least possible delay, 
in accordance with the regulations in 
force, and with only such intermission 
as may result from the necessities of 
the service. Prizes shall be in all cases 
subject to the tame rules as vessels of 
war of the belligerents. 

(4.) No belligerent shall embark or 
disembark troops, munitions of war or 
warlike materials in the canal, ex- 
cept in case of accidental hindrance 
of the transit, and in such cases the 
transit shall be med with all pos- 
sible dispatch. 

(5.) The provisions of this article 
shall apply to waters adjacent to the 
canal, within three marine miles of 
each end. Vessels of war of a bellig- 
rent shall not remain in such waters 
longer than twenty-four hours at any 
one time, except in cases of distress, 
and in such cases shall depart as soon 

as possible, but a vessel of war of one 
belligerent shall not depart within 
twenty-four hours from the departure 
of a vessel ot, war of the other bellig- 
erent. 

(6.) The plant, establishments, bulld- 
ings and all works necessary to the 
construction, maintenance and opera- 
tion of the canal shall be deemed to be

of peace, shall enjoy complete immu-

ARTICLE IV. 

It is agreed that no change of terri- 
torial sovereignty or of international 
relations of the country or countries 
traversed by the before-mentioned ca- 
nal shall affect the general principles 
of neutralization, or the obligation of 
the high contracting parties under the 
treaty. : 
ARTICLE V. 

"The present treaty shail be ratified 
by the President of the United States. 
by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate thereof, and by His 
Britannic Majesty, and the ratifications 
shall be exchanged at Washington or 
at London at the earliest possible time 
within six months ‘from the date 
thereof. 

In faith whereof the respective plen- 
ipotentiaries have signed this treaty 
and hereunto affixed their seals 

Done in duplicate at 9 
the 18th day of November, in the year 
of our Lord one thousand nine hundred 
and one.

The soul of reciprocity as we have 
it from these authorities, is arranging 
for buying things from certain coun- 
tries that we do not produce at home, 
and selling to them what they require 
and cannot produce. This is a favor- 
able arrangement to both sides. No 

y authority has ever suggested rec- 
procity at the expense of any of our 
home industries. That would be to se- 
cure trade abroad at the expense of de- 
velopment at home. We may have in- 
terests that would like to thrive upon 
the decay of others, but they have no 
warrant for their tend es from the 
exponents of the Republican party, 
whether they be individuals in position 
to speak for the party, or delegate 
conventions intrusted with its future 
policies. 

Reciprocity may become the auxil- 
lary of protection by opening markets 
for our surplus products of field and 
factory in countries where we buy what 
we do not produce, or where we buy 
much more than we sell, or it may be- 
come the assassin of our protective pol- 
icy by admitting to our markets what 
we do produce that needs protection, 
for the purpose of getting new markets 
for some of our products that no longer 


require any favors. We sold in 1900 
$844,000,000 worth of agricultural d- 
ucts, and bought $420,000,000 worth of 


agricultural products, in round num- 
bers. Among other things, we bought 
Sugar, fine tobacco, rice, tea, fruits, 
vegetables, and so forth, that are be- 
ing produced in our own country in 
such increasing quantities as to give 
assurance of the fact that in reasonable 
time the home supply will equal the 
home demand; reciprocity that wouid 
withdraw protectiof in whole or in part 
from these and kindred industries 
would play the assassin and detach 
everybody engaged in their production 
from all interest in protection for any- 
thing else. 

We imported coffee, rubber, spices, 
silks, and other things that are not 
produced in our country, and will not 
be in the immediate future. They are 
legitimate reciprocal trading material. 

e often hear it said that “we cannot 
sell unless we buy.” Quite true, but k* 
us apply this saying to those who sel) 
us coffee, rubber, spices, silks and 
other things we do not produce. There 


is a very extensive list of them. The 
American manufacturer h been de- 
veloped by protection. His t reliabie 


friend has been the American farmer. 
„ ho has had little direct benefit from 
customs duties, while he has 
great benefit from the home market at 
the factcry. The great market for our 
faticries. cn the other hand, has been 
at home. But little over a fourth of 
our experts is from the factory. Pro- 
perit., at home makes our markets. 
The farmers have turned their at- 
tention to producing sugar. rice, tea. 
macaroni, its, vegetables, fine to- 
dacco and other things that have been 
so heavily imported. They had assur- 
ance in the party platforms of 1896 and 
1900 that reciprocity would not inter- 
fere with them. They will make, it 
is estimated, 200,000 tons of beet sugar 
this year. They will grow most of the 
rice required in the home market and 
are experimenting successfully with 
regard to growing many other things. 
Within a few years half the amount 
now paid by us for agricultural prod- 
ucts will be kept at home. We will. 
after that has been accomplished, stil 
be paying over $200,000,000 for what 
we cannot then produce here. Is not 
that sufficient leeway for reciprocal 
arrangements? That is what the Re. 
publican conventions of 1896 and 1900 
thought, and that is what the beloved 
McKinley had in mind at Buffalo 
when he sald: “By sensible trade ar- 
rangements which will not interrupt 
our home production we shall extend 
the outlets for our increasing surpius.” 
Reciprocity along these lines will be 
indorsed heartily by our farmers. The 
Department of Agriculture has an ag- 
gregation of scientists that are not 
equaled anywhere. They help pro- 
ducers in the field. They have greatly 
encouraged the beet-sugar industry by 
studying conditions of climate. solls, 
seeds, cultivation, by-products and 
other facts. The department has 
helped in the development of rice 
growing. It is studying the production 
of fine tobaccos, and has demonstrated 


our ability to grow fine wrapper 
tobacco, for which we have been 
paying many millions of dollars 


annually. It has experimentations on 
foot looking to the production of fine 
filler tobacco that costs us $8,000,000 
a year. It is codjperating in the suc- 
cussful production of tea that looks to 
the employment of idle young people 
and the home production of wholesome. 
cleanly-made tea. It is inquiring into 
fruit and grain production by studying 
solis, irrigation and forest conserva- 
tion. These productions are all pro- 
tected. It is surély not the intention 
of any one to arrest development along 
these lines are bargaining for the intro- 
duction of competing products that 
other protected industries may sell 
more freely in foreign markets. 
When. within a few years, we keep 
at home half of the 4420.00. % paid 
for agricultural products, our home 
markets will have been strengthened 
more than all the extension that can 
outside of our jurisdiction. 
Nothing so contributes to the growth 


of any one individual industry as 
general prosperity. The le of the 
States of the Mississippi Valley, where 


grains and meats abound, are vitally 
interested in the prosperity of manu- 
facturing New England., of the cotton, 
sugar and rice and tobacco States of 
the South and of the many grazing 
and fruit-growing States of the moun- 
tains and the Pacific Coast: and all 
these are vitally interested in the pros- 
perity of the Mississippi Valley. 

Where new industries necessary to 
diversified farming, like beet-sugar 
making. extend from ocean to ocean, or 
from the north to the south in our 
belt. as macaroni-wheat 
growing, the producers have warrant 
to look to all protected industries for 
sympathy. 

The argument made by those who 
desire reciprocity to go to great 
lengths is that we sell much more than 
we buy, and consequently we should 
even things up by buying more, and 
so make everybody happy. Our cot- 
ton. corn and wheat exports for the 
year 1900 amounted to $469,193.34. For 
1901 they amounted to  $563,.865.069. 
These sums do not fall much short of 
the balance of trade between us and 
foreign countries. and there articles 
are such as foreign countries require. 
They either buy our cotton or they 
do not manufacture cotton goods. 
They need our wheat and corn, which 
are sold at the world’s market prices. 
If we look into the details of our trad» 
with the countries with which we deal 
most extensively, we find that the 
United Kingdom buys over half of 
what we sell, without duties of any 
kind, except on a very few articles. 


It is not necessary to make any reci- 


procity treaty in order to continue the 
sale of our exports to that country. 

The country with which we have the 
next most extensive dealings is Ger- 
many. The balance of trade in our 
favor with Germany is $87,273,000, but 
Germany buys more cotton and bread- 
stuffs from us than the balance of 
trade between the two countries. If 
reciprocity treaties are to be a 
of selling more non- 
agricultural goods to foreign coun 
it is interesting to note what is the 
condition of our trade with those 
countries. We sell to Germany, in- 
cluding cotton and breadstuffs, $134,009, - 
000 worth of agricultural goods, and 
we buy ng her $25,049,000 worth. 
The large 1 in the agricultural im- 

rts from Germany is sugar, and the 

item of agricultural exports to 
Germany, after cotton and br uffs, 
is meat products. When we come to 
consider our trade with that country, 
our non-agricultural exports—manu- 
factured articles—amount to $50,639,000, 
but our non-agricultural imports from 
that country, consisting of their fac- 
tory s. amount to $71 80 
that there cannot be any complaint on 
the part of that with regard 
to our purchases of their non-agricul- 
tural products, and were it not for our 
cotton and breadstuffs, our cul- 
tural exports to Germany would be a 
Mood small affair, and the balance of 
trade would be heavily against us.

1,776,000 worth of raw cotton, some- 
thing she must have or stop manu- 
facturing cotton. Our total agricul- 
turalexports to France are $45,295,000. 
Our agricultural imports from France 
are $21,062,000, consisting principally of 
hides, skins. wines and raw silk. 
When we come to consider exports 
from our factories, or what are known 
as non-agricultural goods, we sell 
$36,789,000 worth, but we buy $51,960,- 
000 worth. We can only sell more fac- 
tory goods to France at the expense of 
some of these agricultural exports, or 
we can permit something to come 
from France that will seriously com- 
= with something produced in the 
‘nited States. These would be the 
conditions upon which we could ex- 
tend our trade with that country. 

In our trade with Italy during 1900 
the balance of trade against that 
country was . 185.000 but she 
bought of us $17.463.000 worth of cot- 
ton, something she was compelled to 
buy. We raw silk from that coun- 
try. one of the articles we do not pro- 
duce in the United States. We t 
macaroni from that country. which is 
one of the articles we shall soon pro- 
duce in the United States. We got 
considerable amounts of flavored 
cheese from Italy. and these we shall 
algo some day produce in the United 
States. We sold to her $24,303,000 
worth of agricultural products, and 
bought $20.529.000 worth. We sold her 
$8.755.000 worth of non-agricultural 
products, and bought 57 285.00 worth 
of non-agricultural products. It can- 
not be necessary to make any reel 
procity treaty with that country in 
order to induce her to take cotton 
and some other things she now re- 
quires, which, if taken out of the bal- 
ance sheet, will show that. with re- 
gard to manufactured articles, we are 
selling to her more than we are buy- 
ing. The only way by which we can 
increase our trade with that country 
in the interests of the manufacturers 
would be to let her agricultural prod- 
ucts come into the United States on 
more advantageous terms to her, which, 
of course, would be to discriminate 
against our producers here. 

condition of our trade with 
Brazil is quite interesting. The bal- 
ance of trade against us in 1900 was 

000. We bought 829.287. 000 
worth of agricultural products from 
Brazil in that year, of which $33.905.000 
worth was coffee. We sold her 41.293. 
oon worth of agricultural products. 
While we are buying such a very large 
amount of coffee from that country, she 
buys very Ijttle from us, getting what 
breadstuffs, meats, etc., she may re- 
quite, from other countries. With re- 
gard to our non-agricultural imports, 
we buy $18,786,000 worth from her, of 
which 417.878.000 is India rubber. We 
sold $7,088,000 worth of non-agricul- 
tural exports to that country. We 
quite often hear the expression ap- 
plied to ourselves by some of our own 
people that we cannot expect to sell 
unless we buy. This might very well 
be applied to Brazil, with regard to 
her coffee and India rubber. as com- 
pared with the small amount she buys 
from the United States. 

It will be found in examining our 
lists of imports from tropical countries 
that they desire to sell us sugar, fruits 
and nuts, spices and coffee, etc. They 
buy breadstuffs, meat products, dairy 
products, cotton manufactures, coal, 
iron and steel manufactures, chemicals 
and other factory . They desire 
to get their sugar into the United States 
if you talk reciprocity to them. The 
pastoral countries desire to get their 
raw material in here at low rates, and 
the manufacturing countries of Europe 
desire to get their factory goods into 
the United States on better terme. 
Those who cultivate the fields in the 
United States desire a continuance of 
the protective policy with regard to 
sugar, tobacco, fruits, etc.. while the 
manufacturers of the United States 
would naturally desire to extend their 
trade by reciprocity along whatever 
lines would bring it about. 

Is there danger of combination 
against our exports in European coun- 
tries? There has been, and there is, de- 
sire in foreign countries to check our 
shipments, in the case of meats, par- 
tieularly. Our grain food products go 
abroad because foreign countries need 
them. Where heavy duties make them 
dear to the laboring people they come 
to this country; when a foreign country 
jie hostile to cheap food we get their 

„and so increase our mar- 


Our manufacturers are at an advant- 
age compared with foreign manufac- 
turers, because of the abundance and 
cheapness of food products here. Our 
grain products are so cheap, compara- 
tively, that they go everywhere. Corn 
for several years has been cheap, and 
has been in demand. It is higher priced 
now, but still cheap to Europeans. ‘Our 
wheat and flour have been compara- 
tively cheap. Growers of horses, cat- 
tle, sheep, hogs and poultry, with 
dairymen, sell no grain and have most 
profit. Our grains will not be refused 
while they are so low in price. 

Conditions in our country are chang- 
ing. Our population is rapidly increas- 
ing, while new lands on which to grow 
grains are not increasing. It is within 
out power to increase the grain yields 
of our acres by hybridizing, selection 
and better farming. But th of 
very cheap grains is passing, not to 
return while present conditions are 
maintained. 

Our meats, poultry and dairy prod- 
ucts are being gradually excluded from 
the countries of continental Europe, but 
our home market needs more, as popu- 
lation increases, and our meat supply 
is not keeping pace with the popula- 
tion. The tland-owning classes are 
stronger in those countries than the 
merchants, mechanics and working 

le. There is a struggle among na- 
tions at the present time for the com- 
merce of the world, and abundance of 
cheap food is a prime necessity in this 
race. The nation that exciydes cheup 
foodstuffs will fall behind in the con- 
test. The heavy immigration to our 
shores is a continual reminder that 
the people come for better wages, food, 
clothing. education ont general eleva- 
tion in the scale of iife. 

The growth of our country in £0 
many directions justifies the conclusion 
that we are developing toward a condi- 
tion of completeness as a world’s na- 
tional unit. Half of our purchases 
from foreign countries can be pro- 
duced within the States of the Union, 
and since our expansion into so much 
territory south the twentieth paral- 


lel of north latitude, it will be entirely 
practicabie within the lives of children 
now at schoo! to produce the other halt 
in those islands under our own flag. 
With regard to trade with outside peo- 
pies, it is heavy now, and will continue 
to be so. We are sending factory 

to the localities from which we for- 
merly bought them. The intelligence 
and genius of our people, our abundant 
raw material, our cheap transportation 
and cheap food, will continue to enable 
our manufacturers to sell abrogd. Then 
the ability of our people to travel and 
buy objects of fancy and things pro- 
duced by very cheap labor will bring 
imports from foreign countries, but our 
aim should be always to work toward 
independence of fore producers as 
far as practicable, no public policy 
should ever be thought of that looks 
to the destruction or crippling of any 
American industry. 

The Department of Agriculture is 
doing something to extend the mar- 
kets abroad for American products. We 
are handicapped everywhere for want 
of ships carrying our flag. There is 
much we have to sell that would find 
ta vor in foreign markets if timely 
transportation on the sea could be de- 
pended upon. Much of our exports go 
to distributing nations before being 
shipped to final destination, when they 
are credited to the carrying nation 
and the consumer is not aware of their 
origin. It would be of great value to 
our people if we deait directly with 
consumers, as they would look to the 
source of supply instead of depending 
upon the carrier. Our future markets 
for increasing exports should include 
the newer and more developing coun- 
tries that have no carrying merchant- 
men of their own, and undoubtedly 
would had we a merchant marine to 
do our carrying. 

The Department of Agriculture is 
active with regard to industries that 
affect the people of the Mississippi 
Valley. We are experienting with corn 
in codperatior with experiment sta- 
tions and individuals. You have the 
best corn crops in the world, but for- 
eign demands for peculiar varieties re- 
quire our attention. We are hybridiz- 
ing and selecting for the purpose 
establishing a variety peculiarly needed 
by hominy manufacturers. Italy de- 
mands a variety to make “Polenta” 
meal. We have imported Polefita va- 
rieties grown for making that article 
in foreign countries, and are testing 
them. We will give the Italian what 
he wants in this regard very soon. 

We are cotperating in wheat im- 
provement by breeding and selection. 
Heavier are the result. We heve 
been importing hardy winter wheats 
from Russia and distributing them 
through Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska and 
other States of the Mississippi Valley. 
These varieties have proved so valua- 
ble that the people of those States 
have imported over 15,000 bushels of 
Crimson wheat for seed during the 
past year. We are giving special at- 
tention to the introduction of maca- 
roni wheats that thrive best in the 
semi-arid parts of our country. We 
have sent them to the western parts 
of the Dakotas, Nebraska and Kansas, 
where they promise well. Our efforts 
in this country to make macaroni from 
bread wheats have not been successful. 
We have been importing fifteen million 
pounds of macaroni annually at a cost 
of about $8.000.000, which will not be 
necessary much longer. W? can add 
from 69,000,000 to 75,000,000 bushels an- 
nually to our wheat crop by giving at- 
tention to these varieties that are 
— to certain localities of the 

east. 


The department has been experiment- 
ing with American and European clov- 
ers. It hes been stated in foreign 
countries to our detriment that Amer- 
ican clovers do not grow as goofl crops 
as Furonean. We have demonstrated 
that this is a mistake; American seed 


is much superior. 

We are looking abroad for new 
markets for our fruits and dairy 
products, both in Europe and Asia, 


and we are finding them. We are 
studying the shipping. storing, pack- 
ing, refrigerating and eine of fruits 
and dairy preducts We are arrang- 
ing to help the sale of our doméstic 
breeding animale in the countries to 
the south of rs, we have the health e«t 
and beet-bred stock to be found. We 
are studving forate crops the mar he 
used in our system o° diverstficaticn 
with conriderable success. Man prom- 
ising varieties of grasses and legumes 
from foreign lands are under trial, 
preraratory to dirtribution. The 
partment is now in clove touch with 
the producers of all sections of the 
United States.

The new proposition to combine the 
producers of the Kern River field is 
attracting considerable attention, and 
its projectors seem to feel confident of 
success, as already they have met with 
substantia! encouragement. The plan 
of pooling the product, rather than the 
properties, seems to appeal more fa- 
vorably to the business judgment of 
many managers than any scheme yet 
advanced. 

The new movement is banking on 
the general sentiment in favor of an 
association, and on the alleged partial 
failure of the Associated Oil Company, 
which has so far only secured a frac- 
tion of the approved territory. The fact 
that the margin of this latter attempt 
is wider than the body leaves the pro- 

ers of the new consolidation an 
tensive field. propose to ap- 
ly the principles upon which the 
— Raisin Association was formed, 
contracting the oil of the members for 
a term of ten years. The fundamental 
idea is to limit production, controlling 
it to such an extent that it will not 
outrun the natural demand and swamp 
the market. 

It is believed that the northern pro- 
ducers will take more kindly to con- 
solidation than local well owners. 


NATIONAL REFINERY.

WEATHERED FURY OF GALE AFTER 
TUG LOST HER. 


{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P 

PORTLAND (Or.) Dec. 5.—The Brit- 
ish ship Nelson, which was reported 
lost off the Columbia River yesterday, 
was towed into Puget Sound today 
by the steamer Walla Walla, bound 
from San Francisco to Seattle. The 
hull of the Neilson is practically intact, 
but her bulwarks were smashed, te- 
boats and forerigging carried away 
and cabins damaged. There are only 
three inches of water in her hold, but 
the extent of damage to her cargo of 
w t is not known. 

e Nelson had a marvelous escape 
from destruction, aceording to Capt. 
Perriman of that craft. She crossef 
the Columbia Kiver bar a week ago 
tonight, and before she had gone a 
great distance she encountered a se- 
vere storm and was roughly handled. 
Her cargo of wheat shifted, causing 
her to list to starboard, and almost 
on beam ends. In this condition she 
was picked up by the tug Walla Walla 
and an effort was made to gow her to 
Astoria, but the tug had to abandon’ 
her. Later the powerful tug Tatoosh 
took hold of her, but found it im- 
postible to tow her owing to the fury 
of the gale and the high seas. The 
captain of the Tatoosh decided to tow 
her to Puget Sound, but had not pro- 
ceeded far when the gale increased in 
fury, and on Tuesday night at 10 
o'clock the hawser parted and the 
Tatoosh was unable to find the vesser 
when daylight came. 

The Nelson fired rockets and burned 
flashlights all night, but failed to at- 
tract the attention of vessels. On 
Wednesday morning the steamer 
Walla Walia picked her up north of 
Grays Harbor. A high sea was on at 
the time, and it was with much diffi- 
culty that a hawser was gotten on 
board.

BIG NEW OFFICE BUILDING.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 5.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) An important addition 
to the city’s commercial structures wil! 
be the Rialto office building, designed 
for Herbert E. Law. corner of New 
Montgomery and Mission streets.

Is there to be another reign of terror 
on account of the operations of high- 
waymen in this city the coming win- 
ter’ 

The police cannot say that they do 
not fear it, and are doing all they 
can to prevent it. They know that 
hordes of tramps are headed in this 
direction, and that among them are 
many desperate criminals. The shoot- 
ing of a defenseless boy by a tramp 
near Pomona Tuesday is « sample of 
the work of which this class is capa- 
ble, and last night and yesterday 
morning Los Angeles citizens were 
given a taste of the outlawry. 

Two men were held up and robbed 
on the streeta, one before daylight in 
the morning, and the other shortly 
after dark last night. The two jobs 
are not thought to be the work of the 
same gang. for in the first case the 
robber did his work alone, and in the 
second there were three highwaymen. 

H. W. Macy was the first victim. 
He is a conductor in the employ of 
the Loe Angeles Railway Company, 
and lives at No. 2132 Wall street. He 
is on a morning run, and it is neces- 


sary for him te be at the car barn be- 
(fore 5 a.m. He left his home about 

4:15 o'clock yesterday morning. and 
Started to walk to the power-house on 
Central avenue. He was armed, but 
he might as well have left his gun at 
home, for it was in his hip pocket 
he had his overcoat buttoned. 

Near Fifteenth and San Pedro streets 
there is a dense growth of pepper trees, 
and while Macy was passing he was 
suddenly confronted by a masked man 
with a large revolver in his haad, who 
commanded him to halt and throw up 
his hands. There was nothing for 
Macy to do but to “put up.” Keep- 
ing the muse of the revolver 
against Macy's body. and warning him 
repeatediy that if he moved he would 
blow a hole through him. the man 
searched the conductor's pockets. He 
first took away from him a fine . 
caliber revolver, and then his watch 
and money. ‘ 

The highwayman did little talking. 
and tried to keep his face turned away 
so that his victim could not get a good 
look at him. Bound around the lower 
portion of his face war a red and 
white handkerchief. and a soft hat 
was pulled down over his eyes, almos 
completely concealing his features. It 
is doubtful whether Macy, if bro t 
face to face with the mas in the light. 
would be able to recognize him. 
robber secured $26, most of it in small 
change. and so thoroughly did he 
search his victim that he did not leave 
him a cent. Then he ordered Macy 
to proceed, threatening to shoot him 
if he did not mo rapidly. Macy 
ran without urging. and when de 
looked back the robber had 4 red. 
The robbery was immediately reported 
to the police. and half a dozen office 
were sent out. They found no trace. 

MAKE A BIG HAUL 

The second robbery was committed 
at 6:30 o'clock lest evening on Roy's 
avenue, a short d nee south of the 
Los Angeles Cat c Orphanage and 
school, in a part ot the city where 
there are few residences and where 
there is little travel on the streets. The 
victim is A. Kelly, whose home its at 
Western avenue and Pico street, but 
who until recently occupied a large 
ranch, the property of Mrs. Baker of 
this city, a few miles southeast of the 
city in the direction of Downey. 
Kelly's lease on the ranch expired last 
month and because the owner de- 
manded $1500 a year rental for the 
large tract he had under cultivation. 
he decided to sell out his stock and 
move to the city. He hase sold various 
portions of his stock from time to 
time and it has been necessary for him 
to make frequent tripe along the 
Downey road. and upon his return 
from these trips he almost invariably 
carried considerable money. 

Kelly is a cousin of Mrs. John Samp- 
son, who was brutally murdered at 
Fourth andeSpring streets Tuesday by 
her husband, and yesterday went to 
Downey to make arrangements for her 
funeral. While there he made collec- 
tions from persons to whom he had 
sold stock to the amount of $154. He 
also sold two cows for $125, but for- 
tunately did not collect the money. He 
left Downey for Los Angeles about 4:30 
o'clock and drove siowly. It was 4:39 
o'clock when he approached the Catho- 
lic Orphanage. 

Suddenly he saw a wheelman ap- 
proaching him, his wheel headed di- 
rectly toward the horse. In order to 
avoid a collision, Kelly pulled his horse 
sharply to the right and almost stopped. 
When the wheelman came abreast of 
him he drew a revolver and shouted 
for Kelly to throw up his hands, at 
the same time firing a shot over his 
head. At that moment another man 
ran out from the roadside and also 
presented a revolver at Kelly's head 
and ordered him to stop and throw up 
his hands. Kelly obeyed and one of 
the men, seizing, him by the coat, 
dragged him out of his wagon. A thir] 
man then appeared and the one who 
had ridden the bicyele left Kelly with 
the others, while he rode off, probably 
to patrol the road and see whether any 
other person approached. One of the 
two men held his gun on Kelly while 
the other searched him. They took 
the $156 and his watch. 

While they. were robbing him a grain 
wagon drawn by four horses passed 
within a few feet of the party. At its 
approach the robbers told Kelly to 
lower his hands so as not to attract the 
the driver. When the 

the robbers pro- 
ceeded with their search. They then 
ordererd Kelly to get into his wagon 
and drive on, Warning him that if he 
looked back while within range thev 
would shoot him. He obeyed instruc- 
tions, but after riding a block he 
looked back and could see nothing of 
his assailants, 

Kelly drove at once to the Police 
Station. He could give only a partial 
description of the robbers, not such a 
one as would enable any person to 
recognize them, and when the dosen

The end came yesterday morning 
about d o'clock.

The 
jury returned a verdict of death from

Winter Irrigation. 

Adynees from Redlands indicate that 
water fr winter irrigation ts getting 
scaree. The water of the Bear Valley 
reservoir cannot be used from Novem- 
ber to May, as the whole capacity 
of the lake is required for the sum- 
mer's use. Should the ordinary rain- 
fall fail, the shortage for winter irri- 
gation will be\severely felt throughout 
the year, as it is a well-defined policy 
everywhere now to have the soil thor- 
oughly saturated by artificial means 
whenever the winter rainfall is insuf- 
ficient. While the precipitation of the 
year has been favorable so far, and 
will likely be more favorable as the 
season advances, no water should be 
allowed to go to waste pending the 
developments of the winter months.

Large Land Holdings. 

covery progressive town in Southern 
California has withfn its radius one 
or more large tracts of land that are 
lying undeveloped, but farmed in a 
more or less efficient manner by ten- 
ants. These towns deplore the condi- 
tions thus existing, but can do noth- 
ing to break up the large holdings. As 
a rule, the renters do not make farm- 
ing pay. They do not care to improve 
the premises upon which they have 
only temporary quarters. They do not 
form a good working force for local 
public im, -ovements, no matter how 
enterprising they may be as individ- 
vals. These transient farmers are 
usually of some means, but their ten- 
ancy is subject to overbidding from 
other floating farmers, who are willing 
to bid up a little upon acreage rental— 
the landlord's opportunity to increase 
his revenues without forfeiting his 
right to accept higher bids the next 
season, One of these vast tracts con- 
tains about thirty thousand acres, and 
its boundaries are the deadlines of pub- 
lic improvement, as well as in the de- 
velopment of the land itself. It will 
be of great industrial benefit to Los 
Angeles county when the owner of this 
extensive tract decides to sell it to 
small farmers. 

Beet - sugar Prospects. 

It is not usual for this department to 
go outside its own field for notes. But 
the late developments in the anti-beet- 
sugar campat®n are enough to justify 
any one in raising his voice against 
the encroachments of the sugar com- 
bine. Secretary Wilson of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture stands fast against 
the trust, but that cannot be said of all 
the high officials of the government. 
The latest to enter the arena for the 
Havemeyer syndicate is Charles A. 
Crampton, the chief chemist of the In- 
ternal Bureau. Without going into 
the details of Mr. Crampton's attack, 
his article shows an unfair attitude to- 
ward the beet-sugar industry through- 
out. In one place he states that, with 
all the help the government has given 
to beet growing for the last twenty 
years, the production of sugar has not 
kept pace with the increase of con- 


sumption. This statement is unfair, | 


for it is only during the last five yc.ra 
that the beet-sugar industry has been 
brought to an achievement of national 
importance. The increase of over 150, 
000 tons of sugar consumed in this 
country during the last year is largely 
due ta the increase of general pros- 
perity. Although we do not want 
lower-priced labor in the beet fields, 
that would be preferable to competi- 
tion with the lowest-priced labor in 
the world. Increased domestic pros- 
perity does not induce lower-priced la- 
bor in our beet flelds, and we do not 
need home peonage so long asf i.e 
present policy prevails toward our 
home sugar products. As long as 
times remain good the public will show 
no disposition to leave the beet farmer 
in the lurch, especially when the main 
office of the beet-sugar producers at 
present seems to be to hold down the 
sugar trust. The impression seems to 
be extant that it is preferable to have 
a tariff of 100 cent. upon Cuban 
sugar, rather than to give the Have- 
meyer consolidation the opportunity of 
charging several hundred per cent.

It will ald those who are attracted 
by the Angora-goat industry to under- 
stand the uses to which mohair is put 
in manufacturing. The qualities which 
give special value to mohair are its 
great length of staple. its fineness, its 
durability and ite luster. Mohair which 
possesses all these qualities in a high 
degree commands the highest price. 
Such mohair is mixed with other fibers 
for making fine’ dress goods. Every 
few years there is a fashion, for a 
single season only, for all-luster“ 
goods, and in these years those who 
happen to have fine mohair get very 
high prices. As the mohair descends 
the scale in ite specific qualities the 
price descends with it; but its dura- 
bility always makes a demand for ae | 
for the manufacture of plushes for car 
seats and for other uses involving 
great wear. poorer grades are 
made into cheaper plushes, and from 
that the use degenerates into felt for 
hats, lap robes and horse blankets. For 
the latter uses “nolls” are principally 
used. Noils are the short hairs, manes, 
kimp and the hair which has been 
twice cut in shearing.

Why Strippings are Rich. 

In referring to the matter of rich 
strippings or last of the milking, Hood 
Farm Topica says:

One of the most generally- 
accepted explanations is that the but-

BEET-SUGAR INTERESTS. . 
Second Place. 

The report of the Michigan State 
Labor Commission, as summarized by 
the Country Gentleman, says that 
“Michigan now stands second as a 
beet-sugar producing State, and is rap- 
idiy forging to the front. Thirteen 
plants, with capitalized steck of . 
490,000, equipped at cost of $5,525,000, 
will operate the present season, and six 
ofhers wil be completed next season, 
at a cost of $550,000 each. This will make 
over $9,000,000 invested sugar plants. 
The thirteen factories I have an av 
erage daily capacity of 6650 tons of 

ts; the six new factories will have 
capacity of 3600 tons, bringing total 
capacity to 10,850 tons daily. The thir- 
teen factories will average ninety days 
in operation and require 598.500 tons of 
beets; sugar yield on last year’s basis— 
over 14 per cent.—will be 167,580,000 
pounds, or 83,790 tons, but experienced 
manufacturers look for over 000,000 
pounds. A large part of the machinery 
used is of American manufacture, open. 
ing up new avenues for home capital 
and labor. The limestone used in puri. 
fying averages 2100 tons for each large 
factory. and comes largely from A\l- 
pena. About 85,000 tons of bituminous 
coal from Michigan mines will also be 
used. The beet acreage will be 66,000, 
farmers receiving $5 per ton, average. 
Operating force in factories, 2400: la- 
bor ih thinning, weeding and pulling 
beets amounts to a large sum. The 
Labor Commissioner strongly believes 
that Congress should not reduce the 
tariff on sugar, as protection of the in 
dustry is vital to the interests of Michi 
gan.

Fifty farmers near the town of Solo. 
mon, in Central Kansas, embracing 
men of all political parties, last sum- 
mer formed a coéperative grain-buyin 
company. Their number included — 
per cent. of the wheat raisers of that 
section, some producing as much as 
20,000 bushels and most of them having 
at least 5000 bushels as the season's 
yield. Their investigations showed that 
the local buyers Were paying 14 cents a 
bushel less than the Kansas City mar- 
ket, while 8 cents’ margin would meet 
the expenses. Their company had but 
$2500 capital; each member had but one 
vote; the officers elected included a 
banker, a former member of the Legis- 
lature, and, as manager, a practical 
grain buyer and miller. They bought 
a small elevator, instructed the man- 
ager to pay within 8 cents of the mar- 
ket, this margin meeting the transpor- 
tation charges, and began business. As 
was to be expected, the rival buyers 
sought to take away the business by 
paying more than the farmers’ com- 
pany, and did so for several weeks. 

Here wes where the farmers met the 
situation. Under thelr agreement, 
whenever more was paid elsewhere, 
the members were instructed to sell 
in that market, but for every bushel 
thus sold 1 cent was paid to the co. 
operative company. As a result the 
farmers’ elevator stood still, but the 
treasury was kept full and the mem- 
bers gained 6 to 7 cents a bushel on 
their wheat. One day a railroad block. 
aded their elevator With coal cars. The 
made no complaint, but transferr 
their shipments to another road. T 
cars were soon moved, and since then 
plenty of transportation has been fur- 
nished. As the rival buyers ceased 
high figures the elevator began - busi- 
ness, and during the summer and early 
fall has purchased 80 per cent. of the 
wheat marketed at that point.

POULTRY. 


In England a numbr of people make 
a business of fatting chicks for the 
market. These chicks are bought of 
farmers when weighing three to four 
pounds, and then prepared for market. 
Prof. Roberts, Commissioner of Agri- 
culture for Canada, thus describes a 
visit to a chicken fattener in Sussex, 
Eng.: He began life as a farm laborer 
and is now doing a prosperous busi- 
ness. I would not like to say how much 
the fatting business brought him in, 
but I should not be surprised to learn 
that his annual net income was about 


He has on an average 4800 chicks fat- 
ting at his place. In approaching the 
house I went down a liane, lined on 
both sides with coops, in which there 
were chicks. Other coops were placed 
about the place. The special bulldings 
required for this purpose are very 
cheap affairs and not at all large. 
Two-thirds of the fatting is done in the 
open air. He rears oniy a small por- 
tion of the chicks which he fats, and 
has a man who goes around on certain 
routes every two weeks, collecting 
chicks from farmers, who raise them 
to about three and a half pounds live 
weight. 

The coops in which the chicks are 
put for fattening are about 6% feet 
long. 16 inches wide and 16 inches 
high inside. Each coop is divided into 
three compartments and in each one 
of these is put five chicks. 
are made of sticks or rods with 4 

in front of each com- 
partment. 


The chicks are fed about three weeks. 
but sometimes longer or less, accord- 
ing to the activity or duliness of the, 
market. They are fed on oats ground 
very fine, the hulls being, pulverized 
until they are almost like dust. This 
ie mixed with skim-milk, either sweet 
or sour, but preferably sour, to a con- 
astituency of thin porridge, so that it 
will drop but not run off the end of the 
Bpoon. Te fed raw in a 
V-shoped trough placed in 
front of each coop. The chicks are fed 
a small amount of this three times a 
day at first. They are kept hungry 
for the first week and after this are 
fed twice a day as much as they will 
eat. During the last ten days a small 
quantity of tallow is added to the mix- 
ture. This is melted and mixed with 
a small portion of meal, when it will 
mix readily with the bulk of the feed. 
A pound of tallow to seventy chicks 
is given at the beginning of the ten 
days’ feeding and gradually increased 
to one pound to fifty chicks toward 
the end. 


It’s Great for Chickens. 
A correspondent writes from an 
eastern city to The Times as followe: 
{To the Editor of The — ] Two 


ago, in a lecture before 


istry class a‘ a medical university 
where I wee a student, tne professor, 
while anaiyzing an egg, stated that ihe 
reason hens did not lay as many esses 
in winter as in summer was that in 
winter they could not get the neces- 
sary food to produce the yolk of egés, 
and if farmers would feed their fowls 
powdered red albumen in the winter 
they could havé as many eggs as in 
I was interested in the sub- 
ject. as my father and brothers are 
farmers. so after the lecture I asked 
the professor in what quantities «nd 
how the albumen should be fed. He 
said to take a pound of powdered red 
albumen and mix it with one pound of 
black or red pepper, ground fine. Then 
every morning mix some ground feed, 
half wheat bran and half corn meal, 
and to each quart of this mixed food 
add two teaspoonfuls of the mixed pep- 
ber and albumen, then add enough hot 
water to dampen the feed, but not to 
make it sticky. Give a quart. of this 
hot feed to each twelve hens every 
morning, and a quart of whole grain, 
wheat or corn, or both mixed, for each 
twelve fowls every evening, and in two 
weeks your hens will begin to lay, and 
lay all winter if you give them this 
feed. The professor said he had kept 
a pen of game fowls for fifteen years; 
he always fed them this feed, and al- 
ways had an abundance of eggs. I 
wrote to my father and brothers, giv- 
ing them this recipe, and they and sev- 
eral neighbors tried it last winter with 
complete success; the coldest weather 
did not stop their hens laying. My 
father keeps about one hundred light 
Brahmas. Winter before last they did 
not lay at all, but on this feed last 
winter they averaged about seven 
dozen eggs a day all winter. One thing 
the Brahmas used to do to a finish, 
that was to set, but last spring father 
could not get a ben to set until he 
quit feeding this feed. 

My brother bought 250 young hens 
last September, and I got a letter from 
him today saying that he began giv- 
ing this feed two weeks ago, and is 
now getting over two hundred eggs a 
day. I have a great many friends 
back home that read your paper, and 
thought I would have you print this 
recipe, so that they and all your read- 
ers that keep poultry could be benefited 
by its use; for hens may as well be 
laying all winter as to be idle. But a 
hen is simply a machine, and if you do 
net supply the material, the hen can- 
not lay the eggs. You can get a pound 
of red albumen at any drug store for 
60 cents, and a pound of pepper for 30 
cents. A pound each of these will feed 
fifty hens over a month, and you will 
get 100 dozen eggs that you would not 
get without it, and 100 dozen eggs in 
winter are worth at least $20, and $20 
for 9 cents worth of feed is surely a 
big profit.

THE DAIRY. 
Doctoring Butter. 

The question of “renovated butter” 
is even more difficult to deal with than 
that of oleomargarine. Renovated but- 
ter les butter Which has gone wrong and 
been reformed. It is unquestionably but- 
ter, and its sale as such cannot be 
prevented, It has no butter flavor. and 
does not fi any way appeal to the pal- 
ate, but it is grease, and no more dele- 
terious to health than any other grease. 
It is doubtiess more digestible than 
fried pork fat, of which great quanti- 
ties are consumed. Prof. W. J. Spin- 
man of the Washington Agricultural 
College discusses this subject in the 
New York Produce Review in the fol- 
lowing manner: 

“In the first place, most of the but- 
ter from which renovated butter is 
made, is sold by the farmers at from 
8 to 10 cents a pound in trade at coun- 
try stores. It is a positive disadvantage 
to farmers to have a market at such 
8 They would make more money 

y allowing the calves to have the 
milk, and still more by selling the 
cream to a first-class creamery, and 
there is hardly a farmer in the State 
of Washington but is situated so as to 
be able to do one of these things. There- 
fore the trade in renovated butter does 
not benefit the producer of dairy prod- 
ucts, It ts admitted, however, that 
when renovated butter Is pure and is 
sold on its merits, it furnishes a cheap 
and valuable food for poor people in 
the cities. The difficulty comes in en- 
forcing the laws on this subject. We 
have a most excellent law and have a 
dairy commissioner who is absolutely 
fearless in enforcing the laws. He has 
confiscated shipment after shipment of 
renovated butter sent to this State in 
response to orders for creamery butter, 
and not branded according to law, and 
yet these shipments continue. Occa- 
sionally a dealer with more greed than 
sense attempts to valm off renovated 
butter by selling it a few cents below 
the price of creamery butter, and not 
infrequently markets have been demor- 
alized in our State by just such ac- 
tions. We have come to regard rend 
vated butter at its best as a menace 
to the dairy industry. and I believe 
that our experience justifies this. As 
above stated, we do not object to the 
legitimate sale of the product. What 
we want is national legislation that will 
secure us against the fraudulent sale of 
euch articles. In a State like our own, 
where the consuming masses are scat- 
tered over a very wide expanse of 
country in mining and logging camps 
and the like, it is a very difficult mat- 
ter to prevent the introduction from 
outside sources of dairy products not 
what they purport to be, and we believe 


that proper national legislation would 
— y ald us in this matter. —-IChron- 
icle.

The Babcock Test. 

The following suggestions for operat- 
ing the Babcock test are sent out by 
Dr. J. B. Lindsey and E. B. Holland of 
the Hatch Experiment Station. They 
should be followed carefully to secure 
accurate results: Milk or cream should 
be carefully and thoroughly mixed— 
never by shaking the sample, but by 
gently rotating it and by pouring from 
one vessel into another. All cream ad- 
hering to the sides and stopper of the 
remaining vessel must be incorporated, 
and th® resulting mixture should have 
no solid particles of fat. A small fine 
wire sieve is of great value in detect- 
ing the imperfect (lumpy) condition of 
a sample, and in preparing the same 
for pipetting. 

“Pipette immediately after preparing 
the sample, filling the pipette slowly, 
and taking care to avoid air bubbles. 
Hold the pipette in a vertical position 
when lowering the liquid to the mark, 
and always read with the entire monis- 
cus above the line. In transferring milk 
or cream to the test bottles, avoid as 
far as possible the smearing of the 
entire neck with the liquids. Cream 
testing above 25 per cent. of fat should 
always be weighed, as accurate results | 
cannot be secured with the pipette. 

“In adding the acid turn the bottle 
so as to work down all milk or cream 
adhering to the sides of the neck and 
mix at once. Rotate the bottle until all 
the lumps of casein are thoroughly dis- 
solved and the resulting mixture is 
black In color. Never slight the mixing 
and avoid throwing the fat up into the 


neck. 

“Whirl at least five, two and two 
minutes. In filling with hot water al- 
low the water to run down the sides 
of the neck. and thus avoid stirring up 
the contents of the battle. In reading 
the column of fat, it le safer to use a 
pair of dividers than to trust to the 
unaided eye; read the center of the 
fat column from the lowest to the 


highest limit.—[{Orarge Judd Farmer.

AN DIEGO COUNTY'S 
FREE LIQUOR LAW. 


NO LICENSE FEE CHARGED FOR 
SELLING BOOZE. 


SAN DIEGO, Dec. 5.—{From The 
Times’ Resident Correspondent.) A 
new liquor ordifance was passed by 
the Supervisors of this county this 
morning in which no license fee is 
charged for the privilege of selling 
liquors in Ban Diego county. Under 
this ordinance any person who wishes 
to sell liquor must present evidences 
ot good character and furnish $600 
bonds, and the applicant, his sureties, 
and attestants must all have resi- 
dence in the precinct in which the u- 
cense is desired for at least one year 
prior to the date of the application. 
The Supervisors also ordered the Au- 
diter of the county to prepare a etate- 
ment of the amount of license tax paid 
under the old ordinance prior to Janu- 
ary 1 next, and which would cover a 
period after that time, that being the 
date when the new ordinance will go 
into effect, and the Tax Collector was 
instructed to draw a warrant in favor 
of each person named in such state- 
ment for the amount due him for such 
rebate. This ordinance does not alter 
the existing ordinance whereby the 
people may call an election for the 
purpose of voting whether or not sa- 
loon licenses shall be granted, but only 
does away with license fees and pro- 
vides safeguards in the way of bonds- 
men.

The Supervisors also adopted a res- 
olution to the effect that all persons 
confined in the County Jail under 
judgment of misdemeanor shall be 
worked, under the direction of a re- 
sponsible person to be appointed by the 
Sheriff, and to be denominated the 
overseer of the chain gang, on the 
roads and public properties.

The Clove Crop of Zanzib.s. 


In the latest report issued by the 
Foreign Office on the trade of Zanzi- 
bar, it is explained that cloves always 
have been, and, probably, in spite of 
the attention which has been given 
to experimental cultivation and of the 
efforts that have been made to in- 
duce the Arab cultivator not to put 
all his eggs into one basket, always 
will be the most important commer- 
cial product of these islands. After 
giving the actual quantities of cloves 
brought into the town of Zanzibar 
from the agricultural districts of Zan- 
zibar and Pemba, respectively, during 
the last ten years, showing 484,045 
frasilas (35 pounds each,) in 1899, and 
298.116 frasilas in 1990, attention § is 
called to the fact that the clove crop 
for 1900 was the smallest recorded dur- 
ing the last decade, being more than 
33,000 frasilas short of the return for 
1897, and this in spite of the fact that 
the quantities gathered in the island 
of Pemba did not fall very much be- 
low the average. Various theories 
have been propounded, the report says, 
to account for the great difference be- 
tween the results obtained last year 
and in the year which immediately 
p dit, the most generally- accepted 
being that the poorness of last year’s 
yield was due to the heavy rainfall 
and floods which occurred in 1899. It 
has also been suggested that the clove 
crop is dependent on the abundance of 
the rainfall two years before, the more 
plentiful the rain the more prolific the 
crop; but it is unprofitable to attempt 
to gain any practical results from a 
study of these theories, and a com- 
parison of the rainfall registered in dif- 
ferent months of different years leads 
to equally unsatisfactory conclusions, 
it is probably enough to say that an 
exceptionally large clove crop, due to 
causes which are at present undeter- 
mined, is usually followed by a period 
of exhaustion from which the 
require two or three years to pecover.

SANTA MARIA, Dec. 5.—{From The 
Times’ Resident Correspondent.}] The 
Union Sugar Company is experiencing 
great difficulty in obtaining fuel to fin- 
ish the season's run, and, in conse- 
quence, has been obliged to shut down 
altogether for an indefinite period. 
The company expected to finish up the 
season today, and would have suc- 
ceeded ad it not been forced to run 
on half time on account of the scarcity 
of oil. The delay has caused enough 
beets to accumulate in the sheds to 
keep the factory running eight days, 
while 3000 tons, which would have been 
finished up had not this unlooked-for 
delay occurred, are still in the field, 
The damp weather is having a bad 
effect on the beets in the shed, threat- 
ening to rot them unless they can be 
worked into sugar at once. The cause 
of this unfortunate delay is due to the 
inability of the railroad to haul the 
product of the Western Union oil field 
to the factory. The factory uses about 
250 barrele a day, while the railroad 
only delivers 100 barrels. At the be- 
ginning of the season, last September, 
the factory officials made no provisions 
to have coal on hand when the fur- 
naces were changed to consume oil, 
consequently they are practically help- 
leas. The construction of a pipe line 
from the Western Union oil field to the 
factory is now being discussed, but 
unless the present output increases 
considerably more than is being 
pumped at present the plan will not 
be considered feasible. The distance 
is about ten miles, and as the inter- 
vening territory is comparatively level 
it would not require much engineering. 
OIL FOR ROADS.

The Clove Crop of Zanzib.ws. 
In the latest report issued by the 
oreign Office on the trade of Zanat- 
bar, it is explained that cloves always 
have been, and, probably, in spite of 
the attention which has been given 
to experimental cultivation and of the 
efforte that have been made to in- 
duce the Arab cultivator not to put 
all his eggs into one basket, always 
will be t most important commer- 
cial product of these islands. After 
giving the actual quantities of cloves 
brought into the town of Zanzibar 
from the agricultural districts of Zan- 
zibar and Pemba, respectively, during 
the last ten years, showing 484,045 
frasilas (35 pounds each,) in 1899, and 
298.116 frasilas in 1990, attention § is 
called to the fact that the clove crop 
for 1900 was the smallest recorded dur- 
ing the last decade, being more than 
33,000 frasilas short of the return for 
1897, and this in spite of the fact that 
the quantities gathered in the island 
of Pemba did not fall very much be- 
low the average. Various theories 
have been propounded, the report says, 
to account for the great difference be- 
tween the results obtained last year 
and in the year which immediately 
it, the most generally-accepted 
ing that the poorness of last year's 
yield was due to the heavy rainfall 
and floods which occurred in 1899. It 
has also been suggested that the clove 
crop is dependent on the abundance of 
the rainfall two years before, the more 
plentiful the rain the more prolific the 
crop: but it is unprofitable to attempt 
to gain any practical results from a 
study of these theories, and a com- 
parison of the rainfall registered in dif- 
ferent months of different years leads 
to equally unsatisfactory conclusions, 
it is probably enough to say that an 
exceptionally large clove crop, due to 
causes which are at present undeter- 
mined, is usually followed by a period 
of exhaustion from which the trees 
require two or three years to pecover.

SCARCITY OF OIL FUEL CAUSES 
TEMPORARY SUSPENSION. 


Wells as Fast as Needed—Oil May Be 
Used on Santa Barbara County Roads. 


SANTA MARIA, Dec. 5.—{From The 
Times’ Resident Correspondent.) The 
Union Sugar Company is experiencing 
great difficulty in obtaining fuel to fin- 
ish the season's run, and, in conse- 
quence, has been obliged to shut down 
altogether for an indefinite period. 
The company expected to finish up the 
season today, and would have suc- | 
ceeded wad it not been forced to run 
on half time on account of the scarcity 
of oll. The delay has caused enough 
beets to accumulate in the sheds to 
keep the factory running eight days, 
while 3000 tons, which would have been 
finished up had not this unlooked-for 
delay occurred, are still in the field, 
The demp weather is having a bad 
effect on the beets in the shed, threat- 
ening to rot them unless they can be 
worked into sugar at once. The cause 
of this unfortunate delay is due to the 
inability of the railroad to haul the 
product of the Western Union oi! field 
to the factory. The factory uses about 
20 barrels a day, while the railroad 
only delivers 100 berrels. At the be- 
ginning of the season, last September, 
the factory Officials made no provisions 
to have coal on hand when the fur- 
naces were changed to consume oil, 
consequently they are practically help- 
lees. The construction of a pipe line 
from the Western Union oll Geid to the 
factory is now being discussed, but 
unless the present output increases 
considerably more than is being 

mped at present the pian will not 

feasible. The distance 

is about ten miles, and as the inter- 

vening territory is comparatively level 

it would not require much engineering.
